It was right that the 
United States should not have recognized such a murderous per- 
sonality a- Iluerta.

Both ngainst England and 
against human slavery the United States worked out its salvation 
through revolution, and it was a pretty slow, trying process.

*o seriously affecting the new-pnp- 
ers of the Dai ted States, is not con- 
fined to this country, nor even to 
Europe. Reports to the 1'nited 
States Government show tfrnt there 
is n very serious scarcity in Brazil, 
and there are signs there that a 
paper <ri-i- is approaching. It ir» 
suggested in that country that the 
newspapers should print smaller edi- 
tions in order to economize on pap- 
er. Reports from Spain indicate 
thnt the manufacturers of paper 
have advised the Government that, 
ir. view of the short supply of pa- 
per, they are willing to discontinue 
the export trade, and have a~ked 
that the Oovernmenf fix n price on 
piper. A commi-sion has been ap- 
pointed consisting of representa- 
tives of the Oovernmenf , the paper 
manufacturers, newspaper publish- 
ers and book publishers to puss on 
all complaints formulated, and to 
investigate the entire -abject.

Their 
lives have been permanently wreck 
I'd in the defense of their homes, 
fnmilies and countries. They qnn 
be rescued from their apparently 
hopelc-- fate by the e-tnblishment 
of a practical and business-like 
vstera of trnining schools, employ- 
ment agencies, work-shops and ex- 
changes which will create a market 
for blind-made products. 

Their own governments, being 
over-burdened with many more im- 
mediate and vital problems, cannot, 
either at present or for years to 
(•nine establish such I system of in- 
stitutions n<> adequately or com- 
pletely as is desirable from a hu- 
maritnrian stand point. 

If America will help, almost all 
the many unfortunate blinded sol- 
diers of the Allies can, within a 
very lew years, be restored to a 
real useful and at least to a com- 
parative prosperity and happiness. 

If America, on the other hand, 
ignores this noble world-dutv, many 
of our fellow-humnn beings, though 
exceptionally deserving of aid, may 
be condemned to a slow nnd miser- 
able death of poverty and despair' 
as public charges upon their com- 
munities. 

The B. F. B. Permanent Blind 
Relief Wnr Fund, which is already 
organized in practically every State 
and in several hundred cities, has 
been founded by lending American 
bankers, philanthropists and busi- 
ness men. Among its American or : 
caniz'Ts are the Hon. Elihu Root, 
Vincent Astor, August Belmont, the 
Hon. Lyman J. Gage, V. S. Senator 
Thomas P. Gore, the Hon. Myron T.
